“Thoughts Are Things” 


Thoughts are superphysical ener- 
gies. Thoughts are mental electrons. 
They are the controlling substances 
back of ‘material changes. Thought 
is contagious. It moves silently. It 
works while men sleep. It creates. 
It molds. Like cream, powerful 
thoughts come to the top. They find 
expression in the surface of humanity.

One killed Mr. Two before Mr. Two 
killed Mr. One, Mr. One’s family pro- 
gressed while Mr. Two’s family de- 
generated. Mr. One’s race grew strong 
and survived while Mr. Two’s race 
grew weak and became extinct. 
Therefore to survive, it is pleasant 
Wr Rea nice to fight and proper to 
ill. 


Changes change rapidly. In a few 
years this principle had fixed itself 
permanently among the trained think- 
ers of the civilized world. 


Then it began to radiate. The atom 
of thought had been established, and 
like radium, it started giving off 
radiations at an enormous rate. The 
thought of progress by force worked, 
moved, created, molded and the un- 
trained thinker soon began hearing 
of “the survival of the fittest,” and 
was informed that “might makes 
right” and that a “superman” would 
be the wonderful result.

Towns of Kansas 


The June issue of The Defender out- 
lined the plans for launching the 
“Flying Defenders” drive. This branch 
of the defender movement was created 
for the purpose of carrying on a state- 
wide lecture crusade against Evolu- 
tion and Modernism. We are pleased to 
announce that our plans have crystal- 
ized and that the response attending 
the effort has proved most gratifying.

Darwin deplored the 
fact that we protect the weak and 
said: “We civilized men do our ut- 
most to check the progress of eli- 
mination; we build asylums for the 
imbeciles, the maimed and the sick: 
we institute poor laws, and our medi- 
cal men exert their utmost skill to 
save the life of every one to the last 
moment.” 





Martin Luther once said: “I am 
much afraid the universities will prove 
to be the great gates to hell, unless 
they diligently labor to explain the 
Holy Scriptures and engrave them up- 
on the hearts of youth. I advise no 
one to place his child where the Scrip- 
tures do not reign paramount. Every 
institution in which men are not un- 
ceasingly occupied with the Word of 
God must become corrupt.” 


John Wesley said: “I am not afraid 
that the people called Methodists 
should ever cease to exist in Europe 
or America, but I am afraid lest they 
should exist as a dead sect, having the 
form of religion without the power. 
If ever Methodism is overthrown it 
will be at the hands of her scholars 
who neither believe her doctrines nor 
practice her policy. These are the 
unreasonable men from whom it must 
purge itself or fall by its own weight.” 


The late Bishop Charles H. Fowler 
once said: “It may surprise you when 
I, a Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and one-time president of that 
church’s leading university (The 
Northwestern) say, believe our 
Methodist schools are doing the work 
of the devil more than that of the 
Lord Almighty.” It certainly seems 
to be that way now. Many of our 
people are debating the question of 
where to send their sons and daugh- 
ters to college. They cannot exercise 
too much caution in the matter. I do 
not know of a college or university 
under the control of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church that is loyal to the 
Bible and the doctrines of historic 
Christianity. Better let your children 
never see the inside of a college than 
matriculate in such an institution.— 
The Methodist. 





“Evolution was given a severe blow 
by the Southern Baptist Convention 
in session at Houston. A resolution 
offered at the opening of the session 
declared that man is the work of 
God alone, and rejected any theory of 
man’s origin from a lower animal an- 
cestry or development therefrom. A 
subsequent action requested all in- 
stitutions, boards, and missionaries to 
give the convention assurance that 
they accept the non-evolution state- 
ment as a tenet of their faith.

evolution in Kansas. Winrod is the 
founder and one of the principle 
lecturers of the organization.

City introduced Mr. Winrod and out- 
lined the policies of the defenders. 
He insisted that the fight being 
made is not primarily for the pur- 
pose of promoting legislation against 
what he called the “beast doctrine” 
but went on to say that such laws 
are not unconstitutional as they do 
not “interfere with freedom of speech 
or freedom of conscience.” 

“Winrod spoke at length. He was 
both dramatic and acrobatic. He 


said: “Evolution and the Christian 
faith in America cannot both sur- 
vive. One must go. Evolution tends 


toward atheism and anarchy. It has 
wrecked both Russia and Germany 
and will wreck America if it is not 
checked.” 

“Another meeting will be held to- 
night at the Evangelical Mission 
church. Woertendyke will speak on 
“Modernism Opposes the Bible.” 
Winrod’s subject will be “Science 
and Religion.” They will then go 
to Abilene, Ottawa, Lyndon, Emporia 
and Roxbury.”

called by his name sprang upon Dar- 
win’s mind, “not as the result of 
logical induction, but by intution.” 


The author seems not to be aware 
Darwin’s grandfather had 
ought along the same lines, a fact 
hich Darwin well knew; and he was 
also familiar with Lamarck’s specula- 
tions about man’s origin. The result 
however, we are told was that “from 
that time Darwin doubted the ortho- 
dox account of creation which he had 
hitherto accepted.” Dr. Cadman calls 
this “the most powerful and revolu- 
tionary idea of modern times.” 


He says: “Just as surely as the 
discovery of the law of gravitation 
 estbalished order in the place of 
chaos for all future studies in as- 
tronomy, so surely the discovery of 
the law of ‘natural selection’ (pop- 
ularly called evolution) establish a 
firm basis for all future biological in- 
* vestigations.” 

The Doctor then quotes: Matthew 
Arnold’s remark to Professor Judd: 
“T eannot understand why you scien- 

4 tific people make such a fuss about 
F Darwin. It’s all in Lucretius.” To 
q which Judd replied, “Yes, Lucretius 
guessed what Darwin proved.” Dr. 
Cadman’s comment upon this is, 
“The answer hit the nail on the 
head.” 
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The president of the Council of 
Churches feels an intuition of his 
own that some time religion and 
science may meet upon some un- 
clouded summit; but before that he 
says, “the measly orthodox time limit 
“ six thousand years must be got rid

The entire Darwinian theory is 
contained in these two principles; the 
first being the foundation “of all.” If 
true there may be Evolution; but if 
not -true, Evolution is impossible. 
Let it be carefully marked that Dar- 
win did not prove, nor did he at- 
tempt to establish his fundamental 
principles. He assumed them; and his 
deluded followers took his word for it. 


The readiness with which his un- 
proven assumption was accepted in 
scientific circles, and by many church 
authorities, is one of the marvels of 
the last half of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. For upwards of forty years, 
Evolution ruled the ascendant. 


Less than twenty years have rolled 
by since the Darwin Centennial, and 
the Jubilee of the “Origin of Species.” 
Who does not recall the boastings and 
exultation of evolutionists at that 
Carnival? But the shoutings have 
long died away. At the height of 
their revelry an unnoticed cloud was 
upon the horizon which, thought at 
first no larger than a man’s hand, 
soon covered the evloutionary heaven 
with darkness. The long delayed 
storm finally burst, and very soon 
clear sighted evolutionists, like the 
late John Burroughs were seen fran- 
tically exciting themselves to save 
what they could from the wreckage 
of their pretensions to be leaders of 
thought. 


Only six years after the “Origin of 
Species,” Gregor Mendel published an 
account of experiments made by him- 
self, which brought to light and 
demonstrated beyond the possibility 


of doubt, the existence of a law 
which annihilated Darwin’s theory. 
But the scientific world did again 


what it had done more than once be- 
fore; they treated Mendel’s discovery 
with a conspiracy of silence; and 
Mendel was dead eighteen years be- 
fore his great work received due at- 
tention. But in 1900 his report was 
republished and since that time has 
had increasing recognition. At first 
the evolutionists claimed it as a con- 
firmation of their claims; ‘and it was 
a long time before they realized that 
they had been as much mistaken as 
Napoleon at Waterloo. 


Mendel brought to light the exist- 
ence of a law which compels parents 
to transmit to their offspring all the 
characteristics of the species to which 
they belong without change. This 
law is rigid and inflexible, and does 
not permit any exception. It reigns 
in the biologic world with a power as 
absolute as does gravity in. the uni- 
verse of matter. This fact is now 
admitted by all really scientific men; 
the admission of a few of whom are 
here given. 


In the new volume of the Encvclo- 
paedia Britannica of 1922, Prof. Bate- 
son denied the truth of every essen- 
tial part of Darwin's doctrine. Bate- 
son denied that lapse of time creates 
specific differences; which is a direct 
contradiction of Darwin’s fundamental 
principle. He asserted that new spec- 
ies never occur, and that those some- 
times claimed to be such are only 
varieties: that not a single connect- 
ing link between species has ever been 
found; and that no change of influ- 
ence or surrounding can produce the 
changes asserted by Evolution. 

Bateson rejected in the same arti- 
cle, the mutation theory of DeVries,—

It would be impossible to sum up 
the serious situation now confronting 
the Christian Church in India with- 
in the space now available. It is im- 

rative to make it clear to all the 

rd’s people, however, that Higher 
Criticism is spreading like a deadly 
lague among the Christian forces in 
india, Burma and Ceylon. There are 
indications in the published writings 
of some of the newer Missionaries 
that they are in close sympathy with 
Bolshevistic teaching. A prominent 
Missionary who has spent many years 
.in India and is well-known for his 
Modernistic views, claims that “the 
greater majority” of the 5,800 Mis- 
sionaries now working in that coun- 
try hold Modern beliefs; another 
equally prominent Missionary has 
stated that he estimated at least 59% 
had accepted Higher Critical views re- 
garding the Word of God. 


SOME SAD DISCOVERIES 
It has been definitely discovered 


THAT many so-called ‘Mission” 
Schools and Colleges are being large- 
ly staffed by non-Christian teachers;

—in one city alone—who are mostly 
non-Christian—are compelled to study 
Text Books on the Bible in which 
the Word of God is practically placed 
on the level of any other “inspired’ 
Book; and that they are thus influ- 
enced against Christianity through the 
publications of Modernists before the 
Gospel is ever made known to them; 


THAT practically all the promi- 
nent Theological Colleges and Schools 
are saturated with Modernistic teach- 
ing, including Evolution; and_ that 
there is, therefore, little possibility of 
raising up a strong body of Christ- 
ian leaders in these countries; 


THAT a prominent Missionary 
leader recently claimed at a public 
function that the ultimate aim was 
to unite Protestants, Roman Catholics, 
Greeks and others in a union 

urch.” The recent formation of 
the “United Church of India ( North),” 
consisting of Congregationalists and 
Presbyterinas is a clear indication that 
the so-called “Universal Church” is 
perilously near. 


THAT one of the newest theories 
is to “Evangelize” and “Help” non- 
ian Religious systems “Through 
a progressive sloughing off of the 
the superstitious” and “re- 
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THAT with this new theory of 
“evangelizing” non-Christian relig- 
ions, we may soon expect the accom- 
plishment of their programme in the 
organizing of a “World Federation of 
Religions,” and the Word of Prophecy 
fulfilled; 


THAT there are well-organized and 
highly financed Modernist secret 
Councils operating in England and 
America with a view to capturing the 
whole Missionary fabric in Foreign 
Lands; 

THAT efforts are being made to 
“Indianize” Christianity by compro- 
mising with other religions; introduc- 
ing heathen customs into Christian 
worship; organizing “Retreats” where 
“Christian” Missionaries, Hindus, 
Mohammedans and others meet for 
“Spiritual” worship on “Common 
ground,” and at whose “Retreats” the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ is being 
omitted from all “prayer” and “wor- 


ship.” 


SOME TRAGIC RESULTS 


Prominent Indian Christian leaders 
have, during the past two or three 
years, publicly renounced their be- 
lief in the Deity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. One of the most outstanding 
instances is that of a man converted 
over 30 years ago.. Let us quote his 
own words: “After 30 years of Christ- 
ian life, 23 of which have been spent 
in the Christian ministry, and after 
a fresh careful study of the New 
Testament, I feel called upon to open- 
ly and publicly declare that (1) The 
Jesus of History never claimed to be 
God or a super-human being, or one 
who existed before: (2) Jesus never 
taught that the Holy Spirit is any- 
thing but the power of God; and that 
(3) Jesus has never taught anything 
from which the doctrine cf the trin- 
ity in unity and unity in trinity can 
be inferred or upheld,” In another 
published stztement this same person 
complains that “In ‘Christianity’ God 
seems to be eclipsed, Jesus Christ be- 
ing worshipped as Lord.” 

Another prominent Indian Christian 
has recently withdrawn entirely from 
Christian work and profession. 

Still another leader among Indian 
Christians recently referred in his 
presidential address to an avowed 
worshipper of Hindu idols, but a fore- 
most politician as the “greatest Indian 
Christian” of his day! 

A leading Christian periodical pub- 
lished by Indian Christians boasts of 
the fact that there is a wholesale “re- 
conversion” of Christians back into 
Hinduism. and certain heathen period- 
icals publish regular accounts of the 
ceremonies on such occasions, giving 
full publicity to the names of those 
who have betrayed their Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

A Student at one of the Theological 
Colleges wrote some time ago: “Of 
the Students here, I am the only one 
who cannot incline towards the New 
Theology. Some two or three class- 
mates are half inclined towards it. 
The rest are standing unside down. 
Peake, Driver and such like have be- 
come standard authorities of the day 
on the Bible. The historical person- 
ages of the Old Testament—especially 
those in Genesis, Job and Daniel—are 
allegorical in their sight. I hope you 
may be able to see my position in the 
midst of these things. Kindly vray 
that I may stand staunch in the Faith 
in such critical times.” 

A great many other eaually sad in- 
stances could be given did space per- 
mit. It is safe to say that there is 


not a single interdenominational Bib- 
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the whole of the Indian Empire, where 
the Bible is accepted and taught as 
the Infallible Word of God. 

A Christian business man writing 
me from India, said: ~ 

“A new spriit is abroad in India— 
that spirit is in evidence everywhere. 
What can be done to check it in the 
Church? The floods have lifted up 
their voice—the floods of falsehood! 
Who can stem the inrush of these 
floods which are enerzized from the 
pit? How few there are who take ac- 
count of things as they are in India 
at present. It will be your work to 
speak of the grave crisis—which is 
nothing less than a life and death 
struggle.” 


Let me also quote from the letters 
of Missionaries who have spent 
many years on the Field: 

(a) “The time may not be far off 
when Evangelical Christians may be 
unable to stay in the Missionary So- 
cieties; for disbelief in the Inspir- 
ation of the Holy Scriptures causes 
really a far wider cleavage between 
Missionary and Missionary than does 
any denominational difference.” 


(b) “It is deplorable how things 
are going, and can only lead to chaos 
at home and out here. If we are to 
give the Indians a mutilated Bible, we 
had much better remain at home! 
Mohammedans are saying—‘We al- 
ways knew that their book was gath- 
ered from all sorts of sources; now the 
Christians are beginning to find it 
out for themselves’—this I heard yes- 
terday. The most dangerous thing is 
the interference with the words and 
miracles of Christ. God help you all 
in your splendid fight for the Truth.” 

(c) “Face to face with supersti- 
tion and unbelief one must have a firm 
hold on the Infallible Christ, and the 
Infallible Bible, or else—pack up and 
return home.” 

Still another Missionary wrote to 
his colleague in India, and said that, 
however desirable it might be to avoid 
a split in their Missionary Society, 
yet, 


“The Society is not the biggest 
thing we stand for.” 

I am not an alarmist, but I would 
venture to solemnly warn all Christ- 
ian people who are now supporting 
our great Missionary Boards, that the 
distinctive doctrines of the Christian 
Faith are now in process of dissolu- 
tion in India. As those who are en- 
trusted with the propagation of this 
Faith in all its purity, I consider that 
it is incumbent upon every Bible-bel- 
lieving Christian to withdraw support 
from every Board that does not under- 
take to withdraw Modernist Mission- 
aries from the Foreign Field. The 
late Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D. 
D., in writing to a friend of Missions 
regarding these sad conditions on the 
Foreign Field, said: 

“T can, of course, only speak for my- 
self; but certainly no money of mine, 
or of my Church, if I had one, would 
go-to any work of which I was in 
doubt.” 

May God the Holy Spirit gracious- 
ly guard every true believer from tak- 
ing the least part in helping to spread 
the. deadly teachings of this fearful 
apostacy, and may He keep us all from 
contributing to the support of any 
who are not true in every regard to 
the “Faith once for all delivered unto 
the saints.”

Christian teacher may not inculcate 
his beliefs, the evolutionist. the athe- 
ist or the rationalist may with impun- 
ity teach a doctrine that is intended to 
destroy all the Christian holds price- 
less and sacred.

War Inevitable 

We stand amazed at the suddenness 
of the universal change. We gasp at 
the havoc wrought by the popular 
acceptance and application of the 
evolutionary principle. As if touch- 
ed by- magic, Christian nations were 
suddenly transformed into jungles of 
savagery.

The fol- 
lowing quotation from an Austrian 
military textbook is an illustration: 

“____War and even peace require 
of the soldier absolutely peculiar 
standards of morality.

For him victory, 
success, must be everything .. the bar- 
baric tendencies in men come to 
life again in war, and for war’s uses 
they are incommensurably good.” 

The idea of progress through force 
has torn Europe to pieces, and be- 
cause the same energies are yet at 
‘work, the future is certain: to 
more terrible than the past. 

Today, Europe’s faith is embedded 
in the superman ideal. Gradually the 
thought-form is chemicalizing in the 
physical throughout the _ civilized 
world, that the world’s hope of salva- 
tion rests in the appearance of a 
Great World Dictator—a master 
mind—a Superman.

India’s New Messiah 


A religious cult has recently an- 
nounced through front page publi- 
city in the daily newspapers of the 
world that they have produced the 
Man—the world’s Saviour. He is on 
earth in the form of a twenty-eight 
year old Hindu.. This man was hail- 
ed as the Messiah and worshipped 
as divine in India a few months ago. 

The theory upon which this cult 
rests its faith is that at long, rare 
intervals, a great spirit reincarnates 
himself in a human body, appear- 
ing once as Confucius, again as Bud- 
dha, again as Jesus Christ, and so 
on. From the fastnesses of the Him- 
alayas, the message has come that 
some such Superman is due again. 
Multitudes believe such dicta to be 
supernaturally inspired. 

The Order that is backing this new 
Messiah was founded in Benares, In- 
dia, in 1911. It has grown now to a 
place where it has members scatter- 
ed throughout the civilized world, 
with as many as 2,000 in one city in 
the United States. In 1911 prepar- 
ations were made to welcome this 








; divine visitor. At that time 
coming one was spoken of as “a 
hty teacher,” “the great teach- 
er,” “the world teacher,” “the Christ,” 
“the supreme teacher,” etc. 

Considering that millions have read 
the press announcements describing 
the supernatural claims made for this 
Hindu, one can see how sentiment 
is being molded to fit the channels of 
the Superman ideal. 


Belgium Prepares 


Word comes from Belgium, through 
a quotation from a prominent maga- 
zine, that thought is being molded in 
a similar manner there. An imag- 
inary picture of the world’s Super- 
man appears on the front page of the 
magazine and the leading article con- 
tains the following statement: 

“The epoch in which we live re- 
sembles strongly other epochs of an- 
tiquity in which have appeared 
Messiahs, or in other words, men pro- 
videntially raised up, called by Hu- 
manity each time when crises arise 
from which man cannot extricate 
himself. When the Jews, instead of 
offering their pure sacrifices to 
Jehovah, turned to Baal, or to the 
calf of gold, and suffered therefrom 
manifold agonies and disgrace, then 
they called their Messiah and he ap- 
peared. When the Romans were men- 
aced by their enemy neighbors thev 
chose a Dictator. And since the Bel- 
giums have learned of the Italian’s 
improved morale, by reason of their 
Dictator, is it not time that they also 
demand either a Messiah or Dictator? 
Everyone is talking about it. From 
duchesses down to janitors it is on 
every lip. It is said, ‘Do you not 
know what every one is_ talking 
about?’ He is coming, the Man of 
Providence, the Saviour, the Dictator. 
the Master. He is growing in the 
shadow, like the Messiah of Annie 
Besant. He is being trained. He is 
being prepared. He is being initiated. 
Antwerp will be his cradle. He will 
arise out of the Scheldt River. Who 
is this man of mystery? He will re- 
veal himself at the same time both 
as master and as God.” 


Europe’s Dictator 

I have on my desk, as I write, a 
cartoon taken from a Los Angeles 
newspaper, showing Italy’s Super- 
man,—Mussolini—seated on top of the 
world, sword in hand, he is cutting the 
world in halves. Could this be said of 
any other living man? What worldly 
power has been placed in the hands 
of this new Dictator? 

A few years ago Italy was in the 
grip of anarchy. An unknown news- 
paper editor got up from his desk, 
formed a secret society, marched down 
upon Rome and became the supreme 
dictator of our day. Perhaps since 
Napoleon, no man has been feared 
like Mussolini. 

His word is law. Press reports 
quote him as saying: “I maintain 
there can be no such thing as liberty. 
Liberty exists only in the imagina- 
tion of philosophers, who seek their 
impractical philosophy from the sky. 
My philosophy is drawn from very 
near the earth for those of the 
earth.” 

Mussolini caters to the Pope. He 
ordained that the crucifix should be 
replaced in the school houses of 
Italy. He recently passed a law, the 
text of which is as follows: “Who- 
ever commits an act against the life, 
integrity or liberty of the Premier 
is punished with imprisonment from 
ten to twenty years, and if he suc- 
ceeds in the attempt, with life im- 
prisonment.” And, “Whoever, with 
words and acts, offends the Prem- 
ier, is punished with imprisonment 
from six to thirty months” and a fine.

In the writings of Nietzsche, pre- 
pared before the War, may be found a 
defense of the outrages committed 
against society which were charged to 
German militarists during the War. 
Morality, love, purity, brotherhood, 
the Bible and the idea of a Creator 
were all rejected by Nietzsche as he 
described the bloody ladder of in- 
tolerant force which man was said 
to have climbed on his way through 
the jungles. He found in man only 
a bundle of animalistic instincts and 
turned him loose unrestricted by and 
immune from “manufactured com- 
punctions” such as self-sacrifice and 
brotherliness. 


A Moral Breakdown 

Therefore, there is no crime, no 
excess of mind, no lust, no violence 
uncommon to man’s nature. In him 
there is no energy, no matter how 
abominable, to be held in check. 
What the Christian calls sin is na- 
tural to man and he attains his su- 
preme delight and best development 
by indulging to the limit. every ani- 
malistic quality that seeks expression 
through the avenues of his person- 
ality. 

The hellish effect of this doctrine 
may be seen in the social and moral 
breakdown that has taken place in the 
nations during the last few years. 
It is reflected in the movie, the 
stage, the dance and the drink. “To 
hell with morality; we are all jolly 
beasts” seems to be the sentiment of 
the “animal philosophy.” 

White-wash and ignore the facts 
as we will, it is true that the civil- 
ized world is in the midst of a moral 
cataclysm. “Flaming flappers” get 
front page publicity. Bathing beau- 
ty contests make their contribution to 
the destructive forces at work. 
Magazine stands with publications 
saturated with the “sex appeal” help. 
Women are given prizes in contests 
for the “best developed legs” and 
“most perfect ankles.” The screen 
gives out pictures with such titles as 
“The Cave Man,” “The Passion of
